Our local contenxporaiy, is angry 
because wo nnnounced tiie failure of 
the biilliant fmnucial scheme of its 
masters, and it undertakes td lecture 
U8 for publishing tho irutli or, as it 
prefers to oxpross it, "trying to write 
down tho country." Wo have always 
been under tho impression that the 
pablish uowa, goud or bad, was tho 
legitinmto function of a public jour- 
nal. It is not impossible, however, 
to conceive of circumstances under 
which it might not be the duty of a 
public journalist to publish the truth ; 
yet we confess that wo cannot see how 
the case under cousidoiation can 
claim to be of that nature. It is doubt- 
less a disagreeable revelation, espec- 
ially in so far aa the Government are 
concerned; and, on the principle of 
■ putting off the evil day, one can easily 
understand that our contemporary 
would have preferred to keep the news 

• concealed from the public as long as 
poasibie. But, after all, that is only 
a human weakness, the indulgence of 

• which would not, so far as we can see, 
be of any possible beneiit to the 
country. There is another view, cal- 
culated still further to explain the 
Annoyance occasioned by this untime- 
ly retelation. Convulsive efforts have 
been made by Ministers to obtain an 
endorsation cf their j)olicy from com- 
munities in the interior of the Main- 
land; and it must be extremely annoy- 
ing and inconvenient to have tho fact 
of the complete failure of that policy 
proclaimed at the very moment the 
people are asked to endorse it, and 
thus rudely silence the voice "from 
the'm'oubtains to tho sea." All this 
ii excessively proroking, no doubt; 
but con«iderationB such as tlieso could 
scarcely be considered as justifying 
•ither the press or the Government in 
concealing an .important matter"^ of 
public news which concerns tho whole 
country. Ministers have stated that 
they were aware of the fact ten days 
ago. It is highly probable tliat they 
■were, and it seems not at all unrea- 
sonable to suppose that the organ has 
daring that period at leastsuccessfully 
practised the art of concealment and 
dissimulation, for which it doubtless 
•ipects tho grateful thanks of its 
readers, but that only rondors tho less 
excusable, the'miserable insinuation 
that the telegram .which we published 

. is '•'spurious," -when it must have 
known, probably for more than a 
week, that such was the fate of tho 
magnificent financial scheme which 
vras to keep it« masters in power and 
itself in "pap" for anotheryear. But 
the funniest part of our contemporary's 
eomplajnt is comprised in these words: 
"In the face of a telegram which wo 
published tho other day, authentic, and 
the words of Mr. Mackenzie himself, 
— that measures for capitalization of 
the Loan and Dry Dock schemes 
would'be introduced into ParUamont 
irrespective of the Railway, it has th i 
••surance to publish what is no doubt 
\ spurious." 

Now, what onr contemporary alludes 
ta was inforniatioa sapplied to both pa- 
para. We did not use it at the time, sim- 
ply bocause it was of no valuo and calcu- 
Iktad to mislead tho public mind. Tiie 
Act passed by our Legisliituro last hiSH- 
aion contains the following clauHo: "This 
Aot shall not have any force or efl'ect iin- 
lasB tba above proviso be inserted, iu the 
WO|?dii,-m any^'Ao^of the Parliament 
of Canada' which may be passed for the 
purposes of this Act." Tho "above pro- 
Yi«o" hero referred to is the "saving 
elanse" which, as tho reader will bo 
aware,. recites and ro-cnacts the railway 
obligations of the Treaty of 
(Jnion; and it is, therefore, simply non- 
sense to talk about paBsing through the 
Canadian Parliament a measure to carry 
out tho graving dock and oajjitalizutiun 
•chemes with "no condition whatever as 
to the raihvaj-." Our eontemijorarj* 
ought certainly to have known that such 
a measure as is tlcscribiul in words said to 
be Mr. Mackenzie's own, if passed, wonld 
he of no effect whatever, and the organ 
has left iti^olf open to the charge of ig- 
norance, or sonieth.ing '.vor;;f!, in dealing 
wish an important public ijueation. In 
so far as tho nnnounccniuut w(i made on 
Wednesday is concerned, wo need not 
assure tho reodcr that it is truo and gunu- 
iae, and the miserable attempts of tho 
organ to oonoeal the failure and discom- 
fiture of its masters can only tend to in- 
eraass their embarrassment without 
yielding any possible good to the ooun- 

try- 

Farlinmentary Sntrimftry. 

In the Senate, March the 30th, 
Hon. Mr. Macdoiiahi said the people of 
British Columbia hoped the building of 
the Pacillc Baihvay would bo conuucnced 
at an early day, but they did not iu any 
wise wish to see tho resources of tho Do- 
minion crippled by the undertaking. 
They -wishod tho work done according to 
the spirit rather than according to tho 
letter of tho Ift'.r, and ho thought that tho 
Speech indicated that it was intended to 
do the work on that principle. Tho con- 
•trnotion of tho road was a matter of 
great importance, not only to British Col- 
nmbia, but also to the whole Dominion, as 
it wonld be a moans of filling up ourconn- 
try, and thus enabling na to ninlco tlint 
progress aa a nation which we ought to 
make. 

Hon. Mr. Cornwall said that tho poo- 

i lie of British Columbia liad been for a 
OBg time in a stnts of the greatest unoer" 
tainly as to the policy of the Government 
with regard to tho Paoiflc Railway. 

Hon. Jlr. WiliJiot agreed as to tho im- 
portance of constructing tiio Pacilio Rail- 
way as spondily an possible, and held 
now, as bo had always done, that what 
British Oolnmbia bad asked, with regard 
to the enterprise,' should bo granted, viz: 
tUat aot<^le■s ^'tbstt -one million » y«ar

Again iu triis Section of the 
buutry though the snmrnor .stock-ranges 
ijre extensive, tbo winter ranges aro but 
and those few pretty much eaten out; 
ifluco a mull with a largo herd of eattln 
looks with "fear and trembling" towarils 
a hard winter. Indeed the country is only 
suitable for a limited number of cattle, 10 
that it ia absolutely necessary to its pros- 
perity, to provide a market for the yearly 
increase of stock. 

I should like to have written moro on 
this subject, more particularly in regard 
to the duties on stuck, and also on other 
topics in connection with this district: 
but I fear I have already ttespasaod too 
much in your H|)ace, only let 1110 add that 
I do not L'omplaui of llni drawbacks of 
this district in any oioakiug spirit, but 
with the sincere dciirc that by o[)iniing 
the subject 1 may induce other and able 
heads to take it up, for believe me, it be- 
lioves every man who has the welfare of 
British Columbia at heart not to allow 
any 0110 section of the Provir.co to feel it- 
self ."lighted, or to languish for the want 
of the supiiortand the iiymj)athy of the 
community.

Mr. Edward Jenkins, in addressing 
his constituonls the other day at Dun- 
dee, tlius referred to lii.s appointment 
as Agent-Geiioral to the J^oniiuion: — 
"The Goyeruiuont of ihe • greatest of 
oui^seU-goveriug. coloqies, the Dom- 
inion of Canada, had appointed him 
(Mr. Jenkins) to the honoiu'able posi- 
tion of Agciit-Generul to that immense 
country. They know that some time 
since an ox-Cabinot Minister of iMig- 
land, Mr. Cbiklors, accepted a similar 
appointment from one of tbo Austra- 
lian colonies. Ho had accepted it 
from the Federal (jovornment of the 
whole of the colonies of British North 
America— a Dominion larger in area 
than the United States, with 4,(100,000 
of people, with the fourth largest 
mercai^tile marine in Jbhe world, with 
6Q,O.OO'marihi0r8jii. its' itaVritinie pro- 
vinces— a country from tho middle of 
which they might' start in a steamer 
aud sail for moro than 1,000 miles 
eastward on inland waters, and in that 
tour would not measure half its length. 
To this great country largo mimbors of 
people were now proceeding, and it 
would bo one of the duties of his 
agoncj- to supervise that department 
of it which would organise and con- 
duct that important exodus. But the 
ollico was much more responsible. The 
g^eat Colonial Governments now re- 
quire that they should be represented 
at tjio Colonial Ollico by quasi-diplo- 
matic agents. Tliia and tlio duty of 
giving to candidates sucli aid as was 
afforded by the representatives of 
foreign countries to their subjects in 
London would involve a vast amount 
of labour and responsibility. But it 
was an honourable post, and wore ho 
so fortunate as to discharge it with 
success they would, ho was sure, ap- 
preciate the honour confcired on their 
representative in being appointed to 
it. In discharging this olEce he had 
every reason to anticipate that ho 
should lind the Conservative Qovern- 
mcut disposed to facilitate in every 
way any reasonable demands. Mr. 
Disraeli some time siuco spoke with 
favour of what Mr. Jeukiii.s considered 
to be a purely Conservative view of 
CJlohial relations — union, and riot dis- 
integration. Ho was speaking now 
not iu hif? roprosontiilivo, but indivi- 
dual capacity. The Colonies yearned 
towards tlu.in. They desired to main- 
tain a connection thoy conceived to be 
equally glorious and beneficial, and he 
was convinced that thoy were ready to 
make any sacrilice in reason to bring 
about a more iierinanent and satisfac- 
tory method cjf union."

lurking somow'Kere in "the neighborhood 
of Ottawa was generally understood dur- 
ing yesterday, and all' sorts of ruinora 
were in circulation .ia to his intentions, 
floucvcr, at lialf-past twelve o'clock ho 
presented hinisolf at the Clerk's offioo, 
took the oath of allegiance, and signed 
the roll. The news soon spread, and 
speculation was rife as to what would 
happen next. When the House met many 
eyes wore directed to tho vacant seat in 
the north-west corner of the Chamber, 
where, on the back row of benches, is the 
seat occni)ied last session by Mr. Ohnroh, 
having a label marked with the ominous 
name of Kiel. But Biel did not appear, 
and it is confidently stated he has loft Ot- 
tawa, or possibly is hiding away awaiting 
the chances of fortune somowhore not far 
olT. His late opponoi't. Mr. Haralin, as 
tlio Speaker informed the flou.io, had 
wriLton a letter claiming the seat on the 
ground that Kiel was disqualified, but the 
document had, of course, no elFect under 
the new .system of remitting all such 
ipiostiona to a judicial tribunal, and Riel, 
therefore, hud in that respect nothing to 
gain by coming to Ottawa. Ho can pocket 
his mileage, however, even although he 
never enters the Chamber, and this on the 
round Uip between Fort Garry and Otta- 
wa is no trifle. That ho can be allowed 
to sit in the House with an indictment 
hanging over him for murder is quite out 
of tho question. 

Tho ojiening speeohea in tho debate on 
the Adilress are the tlicino of .'general con- 
gi-alulatory remark. An old Parliament- 
arian, and one of the moat outside mem- 
bers of the House, remarked that Mr. 
Mo.ss' speech was tho first of its kind that 
ho had over known to bo a complete suc- 
cess. The .siieakcr's tone was manly and 
indopendt:nt, aud he showed, moroovor, 
that wliilst a loyal supporter of tho Ad- 
ministration, liejwaa capable of bringing 
to boar upon tho policy of tho GoTern- 
mcnt a thoroughly impartial and critical 
judgment. Mr. Moss' political friends 
cheered him heartily on rising, but he 
was ajiplaudod by both sidos of the House 
when he concluded. 

Mr. Laurier, the seconder, spoke in 
French, a circumstanco that deprived ma- 
ny membsrs of the pleasure of fully un- 
derstanding a speeoh that those who 
could enjoy it declared to be of the high- 
est order. !Mr. Laurior's appenrance is 
youthful, buUho is alreadj well knownas 
an eloquent ))ublic speaker, and ho ad- 
dressed the House with the qniet butear- 
nost manner of a practised debater. He, 
like tho mover of the Address, was warm- 
ly eh oored by both Ministerialists and 
Oiiposition members when he sat down. 

Tho Premier and Finance Minister re- 
spectively entertained largo parties of 
their personal friends at dinner last ova- 
ning. 

The Preo .Prus.i of this city has turned 
another somersault, and oame out square- 
ly as an ardent supporter of the Adminis- 
tration.

DISCUSSION IN PARLIAMENT. 



Ottawa, March Slat. 
In tho course of tho debate ou the Ad- 
dress 

Tbo Hon M. Dorion referred to the 
British Columbia troubles, which ho aaid 
wni caused by tho Conservatives, but ho 
would assure the, House, or -rather tho 
Minister of Militia would,^ that tho. Do- 
minion was at peace with the world. 
(Laughter. ) 

Mr. DeCosinoa rose to explain the cir- 
cumstances ftttendiiig the recent diirioul- 
lics in British Columbia. In anticipa- 
tion of tho survey of the western termi- 
nus, and at tho request of tho Dominion 
Government, a roaorvo of a belt of land 
on tho coast of Vancouver's Island was 
set aside. The survey was notcommenc 
od within tho specified timo, howovar, 
and the compact with British Columbia 
was violated. As a member of tho Local 
Government, and also of this Houso, ho 
had rojioatedly applied to tho Dominion 
Govornmont to coinmonce tho work; but 
that tho only reply ho received was that 
thoy had done all they could. In tho 
agreement between the late Government 
and tho Oovernmsnt of British Columbia 
there was no altempi to violate tho Turms 
of Union. After the change of Ministry 
hero, tho samo negotiations wore ontcrad 
upon with Mr. Mdckonzie's Goi-ernment, 
but there was no stijiulation for a loluia- 
tion of the Terms of Union. In the Bri- 
tish Oolumbia Legislature a bill was in- 
troduced to confirm tho agreement enter- 
ed into with the Canadian Government. 
While this matter was under discusiion a 
cry was started that it was a stipulation 
to relax the Terms of Union. Al»ri{oniob 
wont to tho Logislativo Halls, and creat- 
ed some disturbance in the galleries. 
Soma iifte.en special ooDStables were 
sworn in by the Local Qovernment to 
]iro»ervo order. On the following Mon- 
day a petiti(jn was presented at tlio bar of 
the House protesting against tlie^Bill bo 
fore tho Legislature. That was tho wholo 
of it. There was no demand for prokoo- 
tiou from gunboats, and he (Mr. DeCos- 
mos) was not forced to resign. He re- 
tirod because dual representation was 
abolished, and he decided upon coming 
to Ottawa in preference to remaining in 
tho British Columbia GoTcrumont. His 
constituency ro-electod him and on Lis 
departure escorted liiiii to tho vossol. 

Tho Hon. A. Bunstor defended tho ac- 
tion of the people of Viotoria. In pro- 
Bcnting a petition to the Local Logisla- 
turo they conducted their business in nn 
orderly manner. Thoy dotorminod not to 
have tiie Terms of Union relaxed, and 
thoy felt aggrieved that the agreement 
wjtli their Province had not been carried 
out. Ho hoped tho Dominion would car- 
ry out tho agreement ia. good faith. 

Mr. Dewdnoy said there was bo doubt 
much dissatisfaction existed in British 
Celnmbia at tho non-commencement of 
tho Pacifio Railway in that Province. Th« 
hon. member opposite (Mr. DeOosmes) 
on Olio occasion met him in Victoria last 
tiummer, and told him that the railroad 
was to lie commenced at once, and ho wan 
tlio very inuii who drove tho tirst stake of 
the survey. Mr, Dewdnoy believed tho 
late Government did all in their power to 
commence tho construction of the rail- 
wav, aqdjoarry.oat the .Terms of Union. 
Witn reference to the railway and the 
disturbnuco in tho galleries of the Local 
Logifilaturo, ho oontonded that the peopls 
of Victoria conducted thcmsolves is a 

olOBt orderly mvuier. < It '«'ti>lnra«;>.tiu>t 



was a good deal of excitement nt what 
was believed to be an attoniptto relax the 
•Terms of Union. This was natural enough 
from the address of tho Premier to the 
electors of Lambton. With reference to 
the application for a gunboat to iirotect 
tho Local Legiolaturo, he oould say no- 
thing ou his own positive knowjedge; 
but ho was inforniGd by the senior officer 
of tho navy that such an application had 
been made to him and refused (ohears) . 
In Vancouver Mr. DeCosmos could not 
lind a seconder to his nomination, aud lie 
had to go toaiiother districtto be elected. 
Bo strong was tho feeling of tho Province 
against him, that of tho four members 
present from the Pacific Coast, not ouo 
membor agreed with him. (Cheers.) 

Mr. DeCosmos repeated his statement 
with referonce to tho gunboat, aud said 
ho would leave it to the people to say 
whether he represented tho Paoifio Pro- 
vince or not. 

Tho .says: — "Perhaps ilio principal 
feature of tlie last i)art of the deliato was 
Mr. DeCosmos' defence of tho conduct of 
the Gorernment which he lately led in 
British Columbia, with respect to a 
change of tho Terms of Union, and of his 
own position. Wo doubt if any one who 
heard Mr. DeCosmos' statement believed 
that lie hud in the slightest degree helped 
tho cause of 01 « who is evidently among 
the trimmers of the day."
